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EXAMINER'S REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. An Request for Reconsideration was received 2/13/04, and will be entered into the file. 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowable because prior art does not disclose a gas generator for an 
occupant protection system comprising, inter alia, 

Elongated housing, 

Propellant body substantially coextensive with the housing, 

Ignition body 7/8 substantially coextensive, and in physical contact, with the propellant, 



Neither does prior art does not disclose a gas generator including, inter alia, 
A solid, unitary propellant body including 

Silicone at about 10-25% by weight, and, 

An oxidizer at about 75-90% by weight, including ammonium perchlorate.
